surface light source device of side light type comprising a combination of various elements as 
claimed more specifically the emission face is provided with a plurality of light scattering 
elements distributed according to a predetermined pattern such that a covering density of the 
light scattering elements on the emission face decreases along the first direction according to a 
distance from each of the two substantially parallel edges as set forth in claims 1, 4, 7 and 10-11.
